PROBLEM 


’ This story ought to. bear a date line, 

and that date line ought to be. some- 
thing like 300 B.C. For it deals with 
something which is’ seldom seen in 
trade magazines, and which is pub- 
lished with ithe risk that it may earn 
the accusation of “ancient history.” 

This is the story of the struggles 
that the ancient kings and emperors 
had with an angry popurace. aroused 
over ‘the “unfair” prices for palm oil, 
for wines and for the rich products 
of ravished lands, 

It maybe dry, but there is some. 
thing funny about it, when we (think 
that the humble Roman artizan fre- 
quently wag unable 'to buy beans for 
his family, for the same reason that 
many of his modern counterparts find 
themselves unable to gratify their 
tastes in more palatable foods. 

It is the old, old story of ithe high 
cost of livingg, and if in the reading 
something of interest may be found, 
then the. author will feel well repaid 
for his ripping into the dusty tomes 
which carry the records ‘of ancient 


‘people, some of whose.very .cities lie 


in ruins. 

The Roman Emperor Julian created 
one of ‘the first committees of investi- 
gation. That emperor lived, about six- 
teen hundred yearg ago.

There were no gas stoves in Rome, 
no modern plumbing though Romans 
were famous for their baths; there 
were no delectable conserves nor de- 
licatessen stores in those days; no 
steam-heated apartments nor wonder- 
ons moving picture shows; no automo- 
biles nor any of the comforts ‘only 
modern life offers , 

If we do pay more for living, we 
j live better. we get more; and in pro- 
portion to our additional comforts, we 
probably pay no more than the humble 
Roman armourer paid for his slender 
and uncertain supplies. 

The modern housewife arguing with 
the clerk in the modern market, has 
her counterpart in the pictures we 
‘have of old Roman’ wives, gesticulat-

5. A ferice of substantial willow 
nosts, 12 feet apart with three 
trands of barbed wire, lower strand 
not,more than 20 inches from the 
ground shall be deemed a lawfu 
fence. ; 


6. Notwithstanding | anything 
here contained, any resident of the 
‘said Municipal District may allow 
fifty (60) head of horses or cattle to 
run at large for every 160 acres of 
land owned by him ‘within such

(a)—provided, however, that no 
permissions granted under this by- 
law to any resident, will permit him 
to have ‘any animal at large con- 
trary-to'the Entire Animal.

o Improve the 
Financial Situation 


Ottawa.—Gradual reduction of Do- 
minion notes in circulation, it is un- 
derstood, is planned by the govern- 
ment as a means of improving the 
financial situation. The Jast returns 
issucd by the finance department 
show that on January 19 there were 
Dominion notes in circulation amoun- 
ting to $318,690,089. They were se- 
cured im gold to the extent of $114,- 
821,062, and in approved securities, 
under the terms of the Finance Act 
of 1914, to the amount of $154,237,000. 
Fhe gold is therefore about 35.9 per 
cent. of the total issues. 

At the. end of the financial year 
total Dominion rates. outstanding 
were $298,058,697, Gold amounted to 
$116,014,654, or 38.9 per cent. of the 
total issue, and of the Dominion rates 
outstanding, $144,428,000 were secur-: 
ed by the deposit of approved securi- 
tics. 

The ratio of gold to note circula- 
tion, it is suggested, might be im- 
proved in two ways. On the one 
hand, gold might be bought; on the 
Other, outstanding notes might be re- 
tired from-tine to time from the pro- 
ceeds of loans or from revenue. 

According to reports from. London 
the British government is planing to 
reduce its note circulation by a hun- 
dred million dollars; : 

The situationf whiclr has~agisen as 
a result of the. breakdown. in’ ex- 
change continues to monopolize at- 
tention in official financial circles. It 
is a situation tliat generally follows a 
war. During the civil war the gold 
value of American greenbacks drop- 
ped to 38.7 cents.

The rumor,\current in the European 
press some months ago, when the 
Bela Kun administration ruled in 
Hungary, that the Hungarian ¢rown 
was to be sold, seems ‘to have. disap- 
peared, and the later government ap- 
parently means to keep-it. It was 
an odd circtimstance, says a writer, 
commenting on that rumor and its dis- 
appearance, that with s0 much talk of 
discarded insignia of royalty, the one 
crown actually mentioned as being 
(for sale should have been the most 
ancient one, with a single exception, 
in Europe. ‘For whereas the German 
crown, for example, is comparatively 
modern, and was made ino longer ago 
than 1871 for the former Kaiser’s 
grandfather, this crown of Hungary 
traces back, at least in legend, to the 
year 1000, and the sum. of 100,000, 
Swiss marks, about $19,000, which last 
summer was circumstantially report- 
ed as the price far which it was to be 
sold, docs not seem particularly exor- 
bitant.
